Shows Close 


‘Strange Interlude’ Grossed 
Over $1,000,000 — 
Three Musicals Fold 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Strange Inter- 
jude, the Theater Guild's nine-act drama, 
closes tonight after a record run of 72 
weeks on Broadway. When the play 
opened in January, 1928, considerable 
doubt was expressed as to whether the 
“freak” production could hope for much 
of a run after the novelty had worn off. 
Nevertheless, the gross receipts for the 
New York run total to approximately 
$1,080,000, in spite of the fact that only 
six performances a week were played at 
a $4.40 top. The Golden Theater, where 
it played thruout its run, seats only 900. 
The play ts still doing good business in 
other cities, and there will be two com- 
panies on tour next seasou.

NEW YORK, June 17.—Australia is ex- 
panding steadily as a field for American 
plays headed chiefly by American actors, 
and the past season has been an espe- 
cially good one insofar as plays ex- 
ported from this country are concerned, 
according to Harold Bowden, American 
representative for Williamson & Tate, 
Australian producers. 

“American plays,” he said, “particu- 
larly musical shows, are in great demand 
in Australia, and American players are 
being cast for the leading roles there 
Broadway hits current in Australia in- 
clude The Desert Song, The Vagabond 
King, The Five o’Clock Girl and Rio Rita, 
and besides these several dramatic shows, 
including The Patsy, Pigs and The 
Wrecker, are all doing good business 
there.” 

Bowden said that during the last week 
five American players, Freddie Bentley 
Nydia D’Arnell, Glen Dale. Bertha Be! 
more and Murite) Greel, all had left for 
Melbourne to take the leading roles in 
Show Boat, which is scheduled to open 
there in July. The Kentucky Jubilee 
Singers have also been signed to appear 
in the Australian production. 

Leo Carrillo, Barbara Laddy and Mar- 
garet Landis wil) also leave this month 
to appear in Lombardi, Ltd. Hal Baker 
has been signed to appear in the Aus- 
tralian production of Follow Thru. 

Helen Patterson has the Mary Eaton 
part in the current Australian produc- 
tion of The Five o’Clock Girl, and two 
other American players, William Valen- 
tine and Alfred Frith, play principal roles 
in the same show.

Cities played on tour in 
Australia include Adelaide, Brisbane and 
Perth, and in New Zealand the average 
show plays Wellington, Christchurch, 
Auckland and Dunedin. These cities will 
usually support a show for about a week 
each. 

Box-office prices in Australia are con- 
siderably lower than they are here, rang- 
ing from $2.50 top on week nights to $3 
Saturday nights for musicals and $1.75 
to $2 for dramatic shows.

Optimistic Over Road 


See Marked Improvement in Smaller Centers and Both 
Will Increase Bookings for Next Season—Partial Re- 
covery From Talkie Slump Anticipated 


NEW YORK, June 17.—According to the number of productions booked into 


the out-of-town houses on the Shubert 


and Erlanger circuits for the coming 


season, the road is beginning to recover somewhat from the slump caused by the 
talkies, and next season will see conditions outside of the larger cities greatly 


improved over the past year. 

According to the Shubert offices, the 
patronage of the larger musical shows 
outside of the key cities has not fallen 
off to the same extent as dramatic 
productions during the past season, and 
business has picked up considerably dur- 
ing the past two months. Blossom Time, 
he said, is still playing to good business 
in the one and two-night stands, and 
prospects for the future are so good 
that it will be taken out on the road 
again next season. The Desert Song, Gay 
Paree and A Night in Venice all were 
money makers in the smaller towns as 
well as in the larger cities. Business 
on the road, in fact, has picked up 
enough to warrant the increasing of the 
number of houses on the Shubert Circuit 
during the past season, so that the 
houses under the management of the 
Shuberts now number over 100, with 
booking arrangements with 465 one, two 
and three-night stands. According to 
Lee Shubert, the smaller cities are now 
showing a marked preference for legiti- 
mate shows and next season will see an 
increasing number of them on the road 

Pleasure Bound, which opens tonight 
in Chicago, will remain there thruout 
the summer and will be taken on tour 
in the fall. The Red Robe opens in St. 
Louis in September, plays the Dallas 
State Fair in October and then goes to 
the Coast. Boom-Boom, which closed 
in Chicago last week, will play a sum- 
mer engagement in Boston, with a tour 
of the smaller cities to follow. Music in 
May and Luckee Girl are other musical 
productions booked for tours beginning 
in September. 

Among other attractions which are 
booked to tour thru Shubert houses next 
season are After Dark, Irene Bordoni in 
Paris, The Blue Bird, The Black Crook, 
Janet Beecher in Courage, Congai, Cath- 
erine Cornell in The Age of Innocence, 
The Chauve-Souris, The Desert Song, 
Dumb-Bells, two companies of Follow 
Thru, Good News, Good Boy, Gay Paree, 
Sir Martin Harvey in repertoire, two com- 
panies of Harlem, Helen Hayes in Co- 
quette, Richard Bennett in Jarnegan, 
two companies of Journey’s End, The 
Little Accident, Harry Lauder, Animal 
Crackers, two companies of The New 
Moon, Pickwick, Rain or Shine, Spring 
Is Here, Diamond Lil, Grand Street Fol- 
lies and Jonesy 

At the Erlanger offices Francis E. Reid 
said that at the present time there were 
more productions booked to play on the 
Erlanger Circuit outside of New York 
than there have been at this time for 
several seasons past. “These bookings,” 
he said, “are, of course, subject to chang 
before the season actually begins, and 
a number of the dates may be canceled, 
On the other hand, bookings are still 
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and be assuredof receiving the best 
materials properly blended.

Reid said that while a majority of 
the Erlanger houses had been wired for 
sound during the past season, this was 
not done in expectation of a dearth of 
road shows, but simply to make them 
available Yor pictures when there were 
no legitimate productions booked in. 

While no definite figures on the pro- 
ductions booked were given out at the 
Erlanger offices, it is known that a con- 
siderable number of shows are scheduled 


for tours on their circuit during the 
next season. The Theater Guild. which 
books exclusively thru Erlanger, is plan- 


ning an active road season next fall and 
will have seven companies on tour. Other 
producers who book tkru this office are 
also planning to give the road another 
try.

ATLANTIC CITY, June 15.—The book- 
ing problem, the principal worry of audi- 
torilum managers. was tackled from all 
sides at the final session of the annual 
mid-year convention of the Auditorlum 
Managers’ Association, which convened 
here this week. The first step in solvy- 
ing it was the decision to discuss plans 
for the employment of a paid executive 
secretary by the association 

This secretary, according to the plans 
outlined, would spend the major. part 
of his time touring the country in 
search of suitable attractions for book- 
ings in the auditoriums represented in 
the association. Those receiving his 
sanction would then be routed over all 
the auditoriums listed. C. A. McElravy, 
president and managing director of the 
Memphis Auditorium, was ordered to ap- 
point a committee to investigate the 
advisability of inaugurating such a plan 
This will be done within the next few 
weeks and the committee will be or- 
dered to report its findings at the an- 
nual winter convention. which will be 
held December 9 and 10 at Detroit. 

Further progress along these lines was 
made when R. M. Harvey, general agent 
Miller Brothers’ 101 Ranch Wild 
West Show, appeared at the session and 
announced that his organization is 
vitally interested in the auditorium 
situation and the possibilities offered by

When pieces 
are delivered afver hours they may not 
(under the baggage handlers’ ruling) be 
left on the sidewalk. If stagehands are 
in the house they are required to bring 
in the pieces, working at the rate of two 
men for a minimum of three hours or 
three men for a minimum of two hours.

Up until this week the lid on Inside 
been clamped tight on the Fox- 
Loew deal A passing glimpse of the 
tide of affairs when the lid was lifted 
for a brief spell presages the formation 
by the early part of September of a 
neatiy functioning vaudeville booking of- 
fice. with so-called big-time and small- 
time departments. In the reported plans 
of the officials laying out plans for the 
fall there is nothing to indicate def- 
initely that provisions are being made 
for the disposition of the executives and 
attaches in the Loew booking office. If 
the whole plan is carried out as now 
believed to be written, Jack Loeb and 
his staff, now located in the Leavitt 
Building, will assume full charge of the 
act buying for the better or big-time 
houses and an expert from the outside 
will be appointed to operate the small- 
time houses. Rumors the last several 
days, which have not been unequiv ocably 
denied by Fox Officials, connect Jack 
Allen with the latter post. AJen is now 
attached to the Fally Markus (inde- 
pendent) Agency and in this connection 
has been booking several of Fox's smaller 
houses. 

The cause of the tight-lipped at- 
titude of Fox and Loew officials regarding 
the internal consequences of the gigantic 
deal is now placed definitely as arising 
from their wariness of committing busi- 
ness indiscretions while the Federal 
Government, thru the Department of 
Justice, is considering certain technical 
angles of the amalgamation. If the De- 
partment of Justice should decide shortly 
that William Fox or his cohorts cannot 
take an active part in the once inde- 
pendent Loew organization, the plans 
reported to have been formulated will, 
of course, have to be dropped. 

The new vaudeville department in the 
Fox organization, which does not have 
any bearing on the anti-trust aspects 
of the situation, will be under the super- 
Vision of Leo. He counts on getting the 
booking machine in motion by Septem- 
ber 1. The erstwhile independent cir- 
cult houses will come under this domain, 
as well as the smaller Fox houses that 
cannot be conveniently handled by 
Loeb’s “big-time” office. Allen—or an- 
other selected by Leo to book the smaller 
houses—-will start the ball rolling with 
a column of about 30 weeks, consisting 
of original Fox houses and the acquired 
independents. The split-weekers now 
booked by J. H. Lubin and Marvin 
Schenck from the Loew office will join 
aS soon as such a move can be effected 
without governmental interference. The 
inside dopesters have it that the full- 
week houses now in the Lubin columns— 
the State theaters, here in Newark; the 
Metropolitan, Brooklyn, and the road- 
show houses—will be turned over to 
Loeb, augmenting his “bi¢-time” string. 


With the loose ends of the gigantic 
Plan tied together in the fall, Fox 
should be in a position to give acts of 
average worth some 50 weeks of time. 
This amounts to the strongest layout of 
consecutive vaudeville time conceived in 
recent seasons outside of the RKO 
Stronghold. The implied result will be 
that the 1929-'30 season will find the 
American vaudeville field divided into 
two contending factions, each providea 
with facilities to keep acts busy the year 
round

Megley’s units will be road shows in 
reality, differing from the usual Inter- 
state, Orpheum or Loew Southern Time 
road show in one respect This being 
the addition of an afterpiece to each 
show, wherein the assembled acts par- 
ticipate with the show’s comedians com- 
ing to the fore. While each Megley- 
assembled show will undoubtedly convey 
in its talent personnel some general idea 
common to most of the acts (from four 
to five planned for each show) the 
motif will not be stressed in exploitation. 
Working in full co-operation with the 
special promotion bureau and the book- 
ing department, Megiey’s road shows will 
be given advertising and publicity angles 
ying stress on individuals in the show 
ther than the theme. 

The RKO production department will 
by no means monopolize the intact-show 
producing wing. Independent producers 
will be encouraged as heretofore, but the 
production department's offerings will 


set the standard. This it is fully 
qualified to do, according to the con- 


sensus of trade opinion. So long as the 
independents hew to the line prescribed 
by the booking department, that is, 
puilding their units on a foundation of 
from four to five distinct acts, they will 
be accorded the fullest co-operation and 
assistance of the big time. Under the 
new state of affairs, it is assumed, 
glorified band acts are taboo, since from 
among all the newer forms of entertain- 
ment submitted to the major circuits in 
recent seasons these approach closest to 
picture presentations. There are 
who label them as possessing a combina- 
tion of the worst features of vaudeville 
and presentations Band acts, it is 
learned, will get the major-circuit okay 
only when they confine their activity to 
a single spot.

Frank Wirth Found Situa- 


tion Poor—American Acts 
Too Much Money 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Interesting 
sidelights for American performers o: 
the current situation on the Continent 
are furnished in a trade report of the 
Furopean trip completed last week by 
Frank Wirth, of Wirth & Hamid, pur- 
of novelty acts for fairs, parks 
and vaudeville. 

“Outside of the large centers and 
capitals,” states Wirth, “the vaudeville 
theaters are badly equipped. But there 


veyvors 


is a tendency in Germany of late to 
decorate theaters along the modern 
type. At the end of the year the German 
government will take over all the 


agencies, but I have every reason to be- 
lieve that it will not work out suc- 
cessfully. It will eventually throw the 
major booking offices into Paris to make 
their headquarters there. The out- 
come of the government operation ex- 
periment will be watched with interest. 

“To all outward appearances Germany 
looks very prosperous, more so than 
France or any country on the Continent 
which I visited. Circuses were all doing 
well, likewise the picture houses, but 
the same cannot be said for the vaude- 
ville houses.” 

Jirth gives a line on vaudeville book- 
ing possibilities abroad, stating: 

“The European manager wants to play 
American acts, but the _ prohibitive 
salaries asked by American artistes for- 
bids him to exercise this personal pref- 


erence. There is considerable booking 
available to American acts in Europe, 
but there are few managers who will 


take a chance on playing attractions be- 
fore seeing them. If an act clicks with 
one manager, others quickly fall in line.” 

Negotiations have been started by 
Wirth which will probably lead to an 
international exchange of acts between 
the Wirth & Hamid office and outfits in 
Berlin, Paris and London. With this 
objective in mind a conference was held 
in Paris between Wirth and Carl Pol- 
lak and Bert de Brun, of the Interna- 
tional Booking Office, Berlin; Clifford 
Fischer, of the Agency des Artistes de 
Chamrgs Elysees, Paris, and Harry Foster, 
of the Foster Agency, London. Wirth 
expects to be in a position to make a 
definite announcement of the interna- 
tional tieup in several weeks.

It is easily under- 
standable why such a condition is 
thought necessary insofar as producers 
are concerned. In many cases where the 
star has employed a personal press agent 
that zealous worthy has let the cat out 
of the bag before the producer was ready 
to make an announcement, thus spoil- 
ing any opportunity to get the major 
portion of publicity due both the com- 
pany and the player. 

It is also believed the free-lance writer 
is not very popular with those who 
head the company press departments. 
In almost every case the company rep- 
resentative is able to pull wires for na- 
tional publicity breaks, where the in- 
dividual press man may have only one 
or two “ins”. What with the salaries 
most of the greater stars demand, pro- 
ducers feel the free lance a detriment 
rather than an asset and have decided 
to exterminate him. 

In one recent case a well-known 
writer awoke one morning to find that 
of 12 stars on his list 11 were forced to 
cance] their personal agreements with 
him, due to a demand from the com- 
pany with which they held contracts 
that no more public relations councils 
would be tolerated. This press agent 
closed his office immediately. He said 
the only player left him had not paid 
anything on account for six months, and 
that the risk of continuance was too 
great.

Famous West Coast Impresario Turns Over His Hollywood 
Movie Palace to West Coast Theaters—Will Enter 
Production Field After Rest 


HOLLYWOOD, June 17.—Sid Grauman, internationally famed ace showman, 
last night threw aside his mantle as a motion picture exhibitor de luxe and handed 
the keys of Grauman’'s Chinese Theater to Harold B. Franklin, chief executive 
of the William Fox theater activities on the West Coast. 

Having reached the pinnacle of picture presentation, Grauman like Napoleon, 


is seeking new fields to conquer. After 
a brief and well-earned rest, he plans 
to concentrate the creative genius with 
which he has been accredited on cinema 
production. He has several definite of- 
fers for affiliation at the head of nis 
own unit, with various major producing 
companies, but has as yet made no de- 
cision as to where he will hang up his 
hat, take off his coat and go to work on 
talking pictures. 

It was the advent of the talkies, where 
the same singing-talking and dancing 
effects he achieved in his spectacular 
prologs could be achieved on the screen, 
that caused the Hcllywood playnouse 
magnate to decide to sample the grass 
in the pasture on the other side of the 
screenland fence. 

Those high in the industry unquali- 
fiedly state that probably no individual 
in the history of films has contributed 
as much as Grauman to the elaborate 
presentation of motion pictures as it is 
done today. 

He is given individual credit for being 
the first theater magnate to introduce 
a symphony orchestra into a mot‘on 
picture playhouse and for aggrandizing 
the picture prologs from a mere program 
of vaudeville acts into a glamorous at- 
mospneric introduction rivaling ex- 
travaganzas of the legitimate stage. 


Grauman’s history as a showman is as 
colorful as that of the late P. T. Barnum 
in the “big-top” field. He first attracted 
wide attention with his father, the late 
D. J. Grauman, immediately following 
the San Francisco fire in 1906 

A chain of small picture playhouses 
operated by father anid son in the Bay 
City being wiped out by the flames, the 
Graumans erected a huge tent before 
the ashes were cold and gathered actors 
and actresses to stage a show that proved 
a civic blessing in keeping the minds of 
the suffering populace off their troubles. 
The tent was later -oofed with galvanized 
fron and continued as a make-shift 
theater until the rebuilding program got 
under way. 

But it was in Los Angeles and Holly- 
wood that the name of Grauman really 
became famed. Called to Los Angeles 
by a group of business men to keep busi- 
ness On upper Broadway of that city 
when the retail shopping center was 
moving southward, Sid and his father 
erécted Grauman’s Million-Dollar Thea- 
ter, the first palatial picture playhouse 
the city had ever known. 

Success of the enterprise led to con- 
Struction of Grauman's Metropolitan 
Theater, specially designed for the stag- 
we of the same elaborate prologs as had 
won Over the public at the first play- 
house Before the Metropolitan was 
completed, the field of Hollywood was 
entered with the creation of “Grau- 
man's Hollywood Egyptian Theater”, a 
Playhouse of unique architecture based 
on the edifices of anc:ent Pharaohs. Here 
the two-a-day movie schedule was in- 
troduced 

Shortly before the death of the elder 
Grauman, the two down-town playhouses 
and the Rialto, the latter having been 
taken over and remodeled, were sold to 
Famovs Players-Lasky, and, the Grauman 
interests centered in Grauman’s Holly- 
wood Egyptian, 

This theater became the mecca for 
Sightseers from all over the globe by 
reason of its glittering stage prologs to 
great film productions and the adroit 
exploitation methods of the showman 
One of the Grauman coups was bringing 
the first transcontinental locomotive 
from Sacramento and setting it up in 
the forecourt of the theater during the 
run of The Iron Horse, the William Fox 
(drama of railroad pioneering 

The elaborate presentations at the 
‘syptian insured runs of many months 

legitimate show prices. Again the 


Success of this enterprise led Grauman 
‘o fulfill a dream of years in creating 


another Thespian palace, Grauman's 
Chinese Theater. 

This gorgeous playhouse, based on the 
architecture of ancient Chinese dynas- 
ties, was opened on May 18, 1927. 

Gravman was one of the first inde- 
pendent exhibitors in the country to 
recognize the future of the talking pic- 
ture by equipping his theater for both 
Movietone and Vitaphone projection. 

His prolog spectacles and elaborate 
¢heatrical edifices have been imitated all 
over the world. Leading producers as- 
sert that he has been the guiding genius 
in the evolution of the motion picture 
theater from the so-called pre-historic 
nickelodeons to the palaces of today. 
And they predfct a great future for the 
Grauman creative genius when it is 
turned loose in the field of motion pic- 
ture production. —

Little Theater Offers Young Writers 
An Opportunity for Play Production 


William Ablefeld Flanagan, playwrig ght 
of Los Angeles, Calif.. writes: “In the 
June 1 issue of The Billboard on your 
Little Theaters page, you published an 
article to the effect that the little thea- 


ters wanted more good plays of one- 
act length According to the article it 
would seem that the reason for the 


dearth of one-act plays was the fact that 


they were not commercially good. I 
should like to take part exception to 
this. 

“Young authors who are really worth 


considering will not refuse the little the- 
aters just because they do not pay so 
well in money They do pay in experi- 
ence and even in reputation, and writers 
who take their work seriously usually 
consider these things first. I mean, of 
course, the new or unknown writers. 
Naturally they want to make money if 
they can; they usually need it far more 
than the ‘business’ writer. But the art- 
ist knows there are first steps necessary 
and that his plays may not look the 
same on the stage as they do on paper. 
The experimental value and the fairly 
good chance of getting known, which the 
little theaters offer, are in fact great 


temptations to the sincere artist. I think 


it will always be found that writers who 
refuse to write one-act plays suitable 
for these theaters are either those who 
have already made names and so have a 
demand on their time from larger thea- 
ters, or else they are writers who are 
only after the money and are usually not 
very good playwrights 

“But if the little theaters ars supposed 
to bring out new talent in authorship 
as well as in acting ability. why don't 
they make an effort (a practical effort) 
to find new authors? 

“During the period preceding the Be- 
lascoO cup contest there were at least 
three writers I know who tried vainly to 
discover where they could submit their 
plays. The committee in charge of the 
contest wrote that they were only con- 
cerned with the various groups after 
they had entered the contest, in which 
case their plays were already selected 
They could give the writers no idea of 
what groups might need a play to enter 
with Letters were also sent to about 
a half dozen of the little theater groups 
mentioned in The Billboard, asking them 
if they would consider original plays 
Not one answer has ever been received 
by the writers!"

“T am not aware that a magician who 
really understa his business is ever 
cruel or even careless in the handling of 
his live stock. However, in these days of 
self-appointed authorities on magic, au- 
thors who hardly have gone beyond the 
A BC of the dealers who are still 
wondering what all about, no doubt 
some abuses can be found and this could 
be said of every other class of people 
dealing with animals

United Scenic Artists, are not as bad 
when looked at in the light of cold 
statistics as general talk would indicate. 
He says that out of the approximately 
480 members of the Scenic Artists’ Union 
at least 80 per cent are employed and 
that this figure, while slightly under 
that of last year, is far from discourag- 
ing. The scenic artists’ trade, he points 
cout, is undergoing a period of change and 
therefore it is difficult to make a strict- 
ly accurate survey of present conditions 
Judging, however, from the facts avail- 
able, the outlook for the coming season 
is as bright as it has been at this time 
in any year past. The advent of the 
talkies has affected all trades concerned 
with theatrical work and scenic 
in particular are forced to adjust them- 
selves to vastly changed conditions 
Formerly the various stcck companies 
thruout the country afforded a sizable 
proportion of steady employment te the 
scenic worker, but this year, due to the 
talkies, they are closing at an alarming 
rate. As was pointed out in a story 
appearing last week tn The Billboard, 
there are less than half as many stocks 
operating now as there were last year. 
Whether conditions will take a turn for 
the better in the future remains to be 
seen, and it is hoped the Stock Managers’ 
Association, at its convention in New 
York this week. will hit upon some meth- 
od of reviving interest in dramatic stock 
thruout the country. This does not 
mean, tho, that the scenic artists who 
worked for these now-defunct stock com- 
panies are now without employment. 
The movie studios have finished the 
greater part of their experimenting with 
the new form of pictures and are be- 
coming more active daily. and many

scenic artists have joined the large 
scenic staffs they employ. In addition 
to the larger movie studios in and 


around New York City. including the 
RCA, Warner Brothers and Famous Play- 
ers, there are many others operating or 
preparing to commence activities any 
day.

A number of the 
New York scenic studios already have 
many contracts on file for fall produc- 
tiors. There is no reason to fear, Vol 
says, that employment will be any less 
plentiful in the future than it is now 
The process of straightening out unset- 
tled conditions is being carried ahead as 


quickly as possible and when various 
existing difficulties are finally cleared 
up the scenic artist is going to find 


himself better off than ever before.

The plot is very complicated and ab- 
and is funny only when it has no 
intention of being so. Adam Van Al- 
styne has invented a fictitious rich uncle 
as an excuse to stay out evenings, telling 
his wife (whom the author, in a burst 
of whimsy. has named Eve) that the 
gentleman is eccentric. Just about this 
time a rich stock broker comes into the 
window with an escaped lunatic and 
tells Eve that he is Uncle John. Adam 
has a distressing time getting himself 
out of the and the audience is 
equally distressed watching him. But 
eventually it turns out that Eve knew 
all the time that he wasn't Uncle John 
and Adam's fortune is saved. Adam’s 
fortune, by the way. had been diminish- 
ing all thru the three acts. 

Besides being a bad plot it is very 
badly written. The characters are con- 
tinually running around and shouting 
at each other and frantically trying to 
be funny, but it’s all in vain. When one 
wag says “Today is Friday.” the other 
poor soul, has to say: “Oh, I thought 
it was spinach.” Not even a comic 
genius could get more than a groan out 
of that 

Stanley Price. as Adam, shows the 
only gleam of talent to be found in the 
cast, but it has a hard time shining thru 
the ceneral murkiness of the role. The 
rest of the players. Kenneth Lane, Doro- 
thy Severns. Richard Thornton, Percy 
Kilbride, Charles Kennedy, Lorraine Lally 
and Helen Holmes. simply do what the 
director has told them to do.

101 Light Plant 


Fire of undetermined origin destroyed 
one of the electric light generating 
plants of the 101 Ranch Show during the 
night show at Rutland, Vt. The flames 
were first discovered under the front 
section of the running gears Almost 
instantly the wagon was enveloped in a 
blaze that, for a moment, threatened to 
stampede people in the reserved section 

Col. Zack T. Miller took persona! 
charge of the situation and the side wall 
directly in the rear of the concession 
stand was dropped. The burning wagon 
stood a scant 15 feet from the seat 
canopy covering sections H and I. Con- 
cession men, directed by Frank Gavin, 
emptied the cooling tubs in buckets and 
a brigade dashed the water on the canvas 
nearest the fire, which was scorched be- 
fore streams of chemicals from the lines 
of the Rutland Fire Department were 
played on it. All guy ropes in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the power wacon 
were burned 

When the flames reached their heicht 
all lights in the arena went out. Captain 
Sharp, June Sergi, Cornelia Manning. 
Alma Graham, Hazel Sharp, Mary Car- 
dinal, Marie Brown, Ann Hamilton and 
Evelyn Seline were working their menace 
horses in the arena at the time.

Florida Fair Secretaries 
Boost Carnivals, Fireworks 


That fairs and expositions together 
comprise one of the most potent and at- 
tractive mediums of community advance- 
ment and exchange of ideas was the 
seclaration of Karl Lehmann, in an ad- 
dress delivered before the convention of 
Florida commercial secretaries at Key 
West, June 10. Lehmann is secretary of 
the Orange County Chamber of Com- 
merce and vice-president of the Southern 
Commercial Secretaries’ Association and 
he took the factual material for his ad- 
dress from the answers to questionnaires 
which he had sent to Florida fair secre- 


taries. 
Of particular interest are Lehmann’s 


references to carnivals and outdoor at- 
tractions for the fairs. Secretaries who 
returned replies to the questionnaire for 
the greater part were emphatic in their 
belief that carnivals act for the success 
of the fairs in their States. Fireworks are 
also in favor with secretaries it is shown. 
Lehmann's address follows in part: 


Any enterprise that attracts the at- 
tention and dollars of 95,000,000 people 
a year in the United States and Canada, 
is worthy the attention and considera- 
tion of the Chamber of Commerce secre- 
tary, and it is a fact that 95,000,000 peo- 
ple a year pay their admissions and at- 
tend the various county, regional, State, 
sectional, national and international 
fairs on this continent. 

The “act that these fairs are interest- 
ing enough to attract 95,000,000 people 
thru their gates is evidence also that 
they have a grip on the attention of our 
people equalled by few enterprises in 
this country. 

A fair has been defined as an educa- 
tional institution where every undertak- 
ing of human endeavor is brought to- 
rether tn close association for compari- 
son and judgment, where the individuals 
who have studied and labored receive 
their rewards in medals and premiums. 
Its pupils are from all walks of life, from 
the youngest laborer’s child to the oldest 
consumer. 

It is a noteworthy fact that 90 per cent 
of the people who attend these fairs and 
expositions in America visit events that 
are financed at least in part thru na- 
tional, State, county and municipal ap- 
Propriations. If one were to estimate the 
appropriations for this purpose made by 
our various political subdivisions, it 
would run into a sum so large as to al- 
most stagger the imagination. 

The place and importance of the acri- 
cultural fair in Florida is seen in the 
fact that more than 20 such events are 
held annually within the borders of our 
State, ranging in size from small county 
and community fairs up to the three 
large events, the State Pair at Jackson- 
ville, the Central Florida Exposition at 
Orlando and the South Florida Fair and 
Gasparilla Carnival in Tampa, which ts 
the third largest fair in the United 
States, having a paid admission of near- 
ly a half million. 

A questionnaire recently sent to the 
secretaries and managers of fairs in 
Florida brought interesting replies from 
19 of these institutions in our State 

In response to the question, “What 
do you consider the greatest value of 
the fair?”, the majority replied that it 
related to agricultural development of 
the State, and under this heading atten- 
tion was called to the fact that the fairs

Undoubtedly one of the finest features 
ot the Florida fair has been the oppor-

A feature of the fair that 
overlooked is the clean, w oom > 


tertainment and amusement that it 
brings to our people. Pun is a necessary 
part of the makeup of every human 
being. The fair with its carnival, clowns, 
its racing, bands, fireworks and parades 
bring fun and amusement to our people. 
A factor in itself well worth the cost of 
most of our fairs. 


Perhaps the Chamber of Commerce is 
interested in no one feature of the fair 
and its activity more than its publicity 
and advertising value to the community, 
county and the State. An hour or two 
spent by our visitors from the North 
walking among the exhibits of any Flori- 
da fair will tell the story of what we 
preduce on our fine soil more adequately 
than tens of thousands of dollars spent 
in advertising, booklets and other forms 
of publicity promoted thru our cham- 
bers of commerce. The fair is a practical, 
life-sized demonstration of what we raise 
and what we make on our farms and in 
our shops 

A study of Florida fairs shows that of 
the 19 replying to the questionnaire, 12 
operate for five days, three for three days, 
two for six days, one for four days, one 
for 11 days. In other words, the ma- 
jority of the Plorida fairs find five days 
is the right length of time. The usual 
plan is to open on Tuesday and close on 
Saturday. 

A study of admission fees shows that 


of time fairs reporting, nine charge 50 
cents for day-time admissions; four, 25 
cents; one, 30 cents, and four have a 
free admission for adults. t night 11 
charge 25 cents; three 10 cents, and four, 
free admission. 


Children’s Day is observed by 17 of 
the 19 reporting. Most of them have 
free admission for children that day. 

Carnivals—There has been a question 
in some parts of America as to whether 
the carnival is a necessary part of the 
fair. There seems to be no doubt about 
the opinion of Florida fair managers on 
this question. Fifteen report they op- 
erate with a carnival. Two report oper- 
ating with independent carnival attrac- 
tions, which they book direct. One re- 
ports they do not operate with a carni- 
val, and cne reports they have had a 
carnival once in 33 years.

racing. Four report they do. Iwo others 
report “Occasionally, for a day or two.” 


Auto Races—The replies to this were 
in exactly the same proportion as horse 
races. Thirteen said “No,” four said 
“Yes,” one “Sometimes.” While one 
other said, “Tried it two years—never 
again.” It is only fair in connection 
with horse races and automobile races to 
Say that a number of fairs reported that 
the reason they did not have races is 
because they have no track. 

Fireworks-—Thirteen fairs reported fire- 
works, five reported no fireworks. Of 
those reporting, four reported fireworks 
five nights, one fair reported fireworks 
one night, one two nights, another three 
nights, four nights, six nights and 11 
nights. 

To the question, “Do you think there 
should be some kind of an organization 
or at least an annual meeting of secre- 
taries and managers of fairs?”, 18 replied 
“Yes.” One replied, “Not necessary.” 

To the question, “Do you think the 
day of usefulness of fairs is passed?”, 17 
replied “No”, and indicated that the use- 
fulness of the fair was increasing. One 
replied, “At least I would say that the 
money in many cases could be spent to 
better advantage.” Another replied, “For 
county fairs it is a question. It is more 
difficult to draw people without too ex- 
pensive attraction program,” and he sug- 
gested one fair for a group of counties 
located close enough to co-operate suc- 
cessfully. 

One can only conclude from this sur- 
vey that the fair in Florida has a large

equipped with 1,600 to 2.000 electric in- 
candescent lamps. 

There are autographed letters, too, 
among the records of the museum. 
Mangels has one from Buffalo Bill—W. 
F. Cody. There are almost countless 
pictures of various world’s fairs. And 
among the many exhibits are different 
types of musical instruments used by 
early amusement men. Gradually all the 
types of relief figures, such as the 
wooden Indian, for example, are being 
collected and placed in the building. 

One of the most interesting exhibits 
is a working model, built to scale, of 
the original Loop the Loop, one of Coney 
Island's swiftest and most thrilling rides 
in the ‘90s. It was called in the patent 
office a “centrifugal railway”. E. Pres- 
cott was its inventor. J. R. Worcester, 
consulting engineer. was, it is evident, 
a master in the execution of plans of 
this type. A complete set of them are 
framed and hung in the museum. 

The estate of the late Louis Stauch, 
one of the most colorful figures of Coney 
Island, is assisting Mangels. Stauch was 
a collector of all sorts of items, and it 
is found that a storeroom he maintained 
contains many useful articles for the 
museum. 

There are a number of views of Carl 
Hagenbeck's Wild Animal Park, Stellen- 
gen, Hamburg, Germany; the Crystal Pal- 
ace, England; the St. Louis, Philadelphia 
and Chicago World's fairs for reference 
purposes. An interesting set of papers is 
the financial reports of these various 
fairs. In themselves, they show what 
type of amusement attracts the general 
public and how public taste changes. 

There is an interesting old picture of 
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a two-story carousel, few of which were 
built in this country, on exhibition 
Years ago Feltman’s, Coney Island, had 
one of these devices in their place. Man- 
gels has procured the first steam engine 
a small toy-like affair, that was ever in- 
stalled in a carousel, its purpose being 
to provide the energy required by the 
organ to sound its notes. 

The American Museum of Public Rec- 
reation maintains its own model-build- 
ing shop, where it is turning out working 
models of old devices. It is the purpose 
of the museum founders to have a com- 
plete set of these models on display. The 
shop is equipped with every tool and 
machine required in this highly difficult 
industry. 


The library of the museum insofar as 
patents are concerned is complete. But 
Mangels, anxious to obtain as much ma- 
terial pertinent to the museum's purpose 
as possible, invites all who have anything 
relating to the amusement business to 
communicate with him in care of the 
museum. 

Mary E. Dillon, president of the Brooke 
lyn Boro Gas Company, is interested in 
the success of the enterprise. Her com- 
pany Owns the site on which the build- 
ing stands, and is leasing it to the mu- 
seum at a nominal rental. Miss Dillon 
believes that the museum should be giv- 
en every assistance possible, particularly 
by Coney Islanders.

Approved April 18, 1929, by the Board 
of Regents, Albany, N. Y., the museum's 
charter reads: 

“The purposes for which said corpora- 
tion is to be formed are: To establish a 
historical museum of public recreation 
exhibits; to collect and publicly exhibit 
amusement and recreation devices, nove 
elties, inventions, mechanical and deco- 
rative amusement conceptions; to ac- 
cumulate and maintain a library or col- 
lection of books, and records pertaining 
to the history and progressive develop- 
ment thereof; to carry on activities de- 
voted exclusively to the mental and edu- 
cational enlightenment and improvement 
of men and women in such exhibits. 


“To conduct all of its business and 
business transactions on the basis of no 
profit, without salaries, pecuniary profit, 
or financial or material compensa- 
tion to any of its officers, directors or 
trustees, or to any person or persons 
acting in such or similar capacities, other 
than to reasonably compensate such em- 
ployees as are necessary to be hired and 
engaged in clerical capacities in order to 
guard, safekeep and preserve said objects, 
and to execute the clerical office routine, 
shop, janitorial and police work and tasks 
incidental to the mechanical and other 
routine business of the organization, and 
for services rendered necessary in effect- 
ing the aforesaid purposes; to solicit and 
accept property, funds, appropriations, 
gifts, donations, devices and bequests 
from public, governmental and individu- 
al sources in order to house, establish, 
equip and permanently maintain and 
enlarge the museum in its growth, ex- 
tension and development. 

“To establish an endowment fund in 
order to insure and safeguard the pro- 
gress. crowth and permanency of the mu- 
seum and its appurtenances; to establish 
a membership of various classifications, 
and to charge and collect membership 
fees in connection therewith, and all of 
which fees so collected shall be devoted 
to the educational purposes of the cor- 
poration to offer to the general public 
free admission to the museum, its records 
and exhibits, to the end that the edu- 
cational purposes of the organization 
may be carried out. excepting however 
that in the discretion of the governing 
board, an admission fee shall be made to 
the general public for admission to the 
museum on not more than two days in 
any week, which said fees shall be added 
either to the general assets or to the en- 
dowment fund of the corporation, as the 
trustees shall determine, and which 
said fees shall be used and applied 
solely to the furtherance of the educa- 
tional purposes of the corporation. 

“To buy, own, sell or mortgage. real 
and personal property for the sole pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the aforesaid 
objects of its corporation; to do all other 
things necessary to properly carry into 
effect the aforesaid objects and purposes 
of the corporation.” 

A meeting of the museum’s incopora- 
tors will be held in the near future to 
elect its officers.

owner of theaters presenting Columbia 
Circuit and Mutual Circuit presentations. 

Mike Joyce, manager of American Cir- 
cuit houses; Columbia Circuit houses; 
later an assistant to Sam A. Scribner, 
general manager of the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company, and more recently man- 
ager of the Columbia Theater, New York, 
a Mutual Circuit house 

Howard Burkharat, treasurer and man- 
ager for many years of Hurtig & Seamon's 
125th Street Theater, a Columbia Circuit 
house, more recently a Mutual Circuit 
house; likewise manager of the new 
Mutual-Jamaica Theater, a Mutual Cir- 
cuit house. 

Jimmie James, former manager of 
Columbia Circuit houses, more recently 
manager of Mutual Circuit houses. 

With many others holding similar posi- 
tions, they favored us with expressions 
of opinion of burlesque, past and present. 
Dissensions of opinion were many and 
varied 

Several of the house managers pre- 
ferred the Columbia method of the past 
in operating houses and shows, but the 
majority prefer the Mutual method of 
operating houses and shows of the 
presenit 

In response to inquiries as to the whys 
and wherefores of their preferences, sev- 
eral of them said that they had less re- 
sponsibility for presentations under the 


old regime than the new; that the Colum- 
bia presentations for the most part were 
managed by the owners in person or by 
company managers fully familiar with 
the aft of producing, and, further, per- 
sonally responsible to the Columbia 
Amusement Company for the quality and 
quantity of their productions, presenta- 
tions and performers. 


Whereas several assumed the afore- 
mentioned attitude, others contended 
that under the Herk regime they have 
more authority to use their personal 
initiative in the operation of houses and 
personal supervision of presentation and 
performers, thereby permitting the ex- 
perienced house manager more latitude 
in headwork in making the house profit- 
able to the Mutual and the associate 
house owners and lessees. 

House managers in general were non- 
committal in their aiscussion of the merits 
and demerits of presentations and per- 
formers, altho several of them prefaced 
their remarks with the usual alibi, “This 
is not for publication, and if you do 
publish it, do not quote me,” and freely 
admitted that the Columbia productions 
were far more costly, classy and colorful 


diversified and the performers in general 
more talented and able, this being es- 
pecially applicable to the fems, featured 
and otherwise 

Speaking of the producers and their 
company managers, their opinions co- 
incided to the effect that there was a 
regrettable lack of experienced producers 
on the Mutual Circuit. the productions 
and presentations for the most part being 
left to the featured comics, who granted 
the privilege, selected the scenery to suit 
their favorite comedy bits, irrespective of 
specialties and ensemble numbers, and in 
the event that they weren't granted the 
privilege of selecting scenery, set their 
comedy bits in the sets selected by the 
owners trrespective of their suitability. 


There was a wide divergence of opinion 
as to the house managers’ personal super- 
vision of presentations, several of the 
more aggressive claiming that they per- 
sonally dictated the deletion of lines and 
actions that they deemed obnoxious to 
their patrons, whereas the less aggressive 
left the responsibility to the traveling 
censors. 

There was also a wide diversion in 
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opinion of the value of the M. B. A. 
traveling censoring doctors of shows, sev- 
eral house managers considering them 
inefficient, especially in view of the fact 
that houses are heavily taxed for their 
maintenance, whereas other house man- 
agers welcomed them as an alibi for not 
assuming the responsibility of presenta- 
tions. 

Spegking of local censors, police and 
otherwise, there was a diversion of 
opinion of house managers, based upon 
their personal experience, several house 
managers claiming that local censors suf- 
fered from a superiority complex and 
supercritical of performers and their per- 
formances in seeking self-praise of the 
press and puritanical public, whereas 
other house managers commended them 
for their congenial criticisms and de- 
fended their actions in calling down some 
featured comics and fems. for interpo- 
lating uncalled for and unwarranted lines 
and actions. 


Being personally opposed to non- 
performing backstage visitors, we made 
every effort to ascertain the personal at- 
titude of house managers toward local 
habitues, and again found a_ wide 
divergence of opinion, the more aggres- 
sive being outspoken against the practice 
and becking their opinion by imperative 
rules prohibiting their presence, whereas 
the less aggressive, with their usual alibis, 
contended that they permitted the prac- 
tice thru precedent set by former man- 
agers or to play up to local politicians 
with a penchant for meeting performers. 

Several house managers were caustic in 
their criticism of company managers, who 
spent more time back stage than they 
did ‘n the front of house, and who 
when called upon by the house manager 
to delete objectionable lines and actions, 
called upon the house manager to go 
back stage and personally make the de- 
mand of comics, other principals and oft- 
times choristers, on the theory that the 
offenders would ignore the company 
manager's order, due to his minor posi- 
tion or the offenders’ assumption of 
influence that they have with the fran- 
chise-holding oper2*or, or someone in the 
Office of the M. B. A. 

On inquiry of house managers as to 
how Columbia and Mutual management 
discipline compares, they were for the 
most part in favor of Columbia. 


Comparing moral conditions on and 
off stage of Columbia and Mutual com- 
panies, the general opinion was in favor 
of Columbia prior to prohibition, due to 
an increase in sick alibis by Mutuals 
since prohibition. 


Comparing the cost of maintenance of 
houses in the presentation of Columbia 
and Mutual shows, hcuse managers were 
unanimous in their opinion that with 
increasing taxation of theatrical property, 
with its attendant increase in rentals and 
ever-increasing salaries to stage em- 
ployees, musicians and other house at- 
taches, that it cost as much, and, in 
some towns, more to present Mutual 
than it did Columbia, which is borne out 
by documentary evidence in settlement 
sheets weekly and annually, this being 
especially applicable to midnight, Sun- 
day and runway towns. 

Runways as permanent attractions 
were criticized and commended, in all 
probability due to !ocal conditions. 


Billy (Beef Trust) Watson, owner of 
the Orpheum Theater, Paterson, criticized 
the runway fad as being a detriment to 
his house, due to its attraction of un- 
desirable patrons, who make themselves 
obnoxious to the girls and other patrons 
by their audible comments and objec- 
tionable actions. 

Watson does not maintain runway 
principals or choristers, but a runway fer 
the use of circuit companies. 

Howard Burkhardt, conceded the in- 
novator of permanent runways, principais 
and choristers, supplemental to circuit 
shows in New York, commended the run- 
way highly as attracting profitable 
patronage. 

Other house managers made many and 
varied comments on the impracticability 
and practicability of runway for circuit 
company, and likewise for supplemental 
principals and choristers. 

Personally we will have something to 
say on this particular subject in a forth- 
coming issue, under the heading, “Review 
of Reviews”. NELSE.

the call of Equity, which invoked its 
new rule against loaning talent and is 
checking up on the long-term contract 
this performer is said to hold in allow- 
ing the picture producers 10 days in 
which to close pending negotiations with 
Equity members, negotiations that were 
on before June 5, when Equity sud- 
denly announced its order, they were 
able to quickly sign up those Equity 
members with whom they were dickering 
When the Equity mandate arrived, some 
of the producers were left in an embar- 
rassing and in some cases unfortunate 
position, the order in effect telling them 
that they could go no further with any 
of these Equity members. 

Announcement of Equity Shop came 
on the eve of conventions of picture 
companies, and caused no end of incon- 
venience in cases where plans were un- 
der way to include certain Equity people 
from the legit. in the year’s production 
announcement. It also affected story 
material that had been selected with 
certain stars and featured people in 
mind, but with the 10 days’ grace given 
by Equity, it was possible for the pro- 
ducers to agree quickly with actors on 
salary and other matters, with a view to 
drawing up the contract by Friday last. 

With the Central Labor Council of Los 
Angeles at a meeting Friday, at which 
Frank Gillmore and the local Equity rep- 
resentative, Charles Miller, were warmly 
received, drawing up a resolution giving 
the support of all organized labor in Los 
Angeles and vicinity to Equity in its fight 
to inject Equity Shop into pictures, the 
first gun thru the American Federation 
of Labor was fired. 

Equity will make no labor moves in 
the East unless the scene of the battle 
with the film producers is moved here. 
In the meantime, however, the organi- 
zation may formally ask the A. F. of L. 
to indorse Equity’s move in organizing 
pictures. 

The executive counci] of the A. F. 
of L., which meets quarterly and will 
hot convene until August. would act on 
such a matter unless William Green, 
president, calls it into special session 
or himself, in making an exception, de- 
cides to act on the question of official 
indorsement of Equity in its latest 
offensive for the actor. 

Pending the outcome of the first big 
general meeting tonight at the Writers’ 
Club in Los Angeles, and other develop- 
ments which will indicate the lay of the 
land, one way or another, nothing of 
special union labor consequence further 
than the support in Los Angeles is ex- 
pected this week. 

In the meantime producers are making 
no statements to the press, certain big 
stars in pictures doing most of the talk- 
ing, and most of it in Opposition to 
Equity. It is understood that some of 
those now talking to the papers have had 
troubles with Equity 

Fidelity members, who thru an agree- 
ment with Equity are exempt in the 
legitimate, are not exempt in pictures, it 
was learned today. Paul Dullzell, execu- 
tive secretary of Equity, in charge of the 
situation here, today revealed that pro- 
ducers were restricted from signing 
Fidelity members the same as Equity 
people, unless the contract calling for an 
all-Equity cast was agreed to. 

In the matter of contracts between 
picture producers and Equity members, 
the organization does not expect the dis- 
covery of any collusion between pro- 
ducers and actors in signing contracts 
after June 14 that carry prior dates in 
an effort fo get around the deadline of 
Friday. Both producer and actor would 
doubtless consider this highly impractical, 
it was pointed out, because of the fact 


that one would “have something” on the 
other.

ing further action from the opposition, 
and some actors have adopted a hide- 
away policy until the storm blows over. 

Equity has not yet been permitted 
freedom of the local press, and the asso- 
ciation is getting out its own special 
organ, Actor’s Equity News, selling at a 
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nickel, to disseminate facts which the 
dailies will not print. 

The lead editorial in the first issue of 
the Equity sheet is a scorching condem- 
nation of Lionel Barrymore for his atti- 
tude against Equity’s efforts in the talkie 
field. It is stated that during the actors’ 
strike in New York the entire Barrymore 
family acclaimed the Equity cause, but 
Lionel Barrymore, now that he sits com- 
fortably in a director’s chair, has reversed 
his attitude toward the same principles. 

A telegram from Equity’s New York of- 
fices is quoted, as follows: 

Barrymore always delinquent, Council at a 
meeting held December 9, 1924, passed the fol- 
lowing motion: ‘‘That unless Mr. Lionel Bar- 
rymore’s indebtedness be paid by next Decem- 
ber, members of the Actors’ Equity Association 
will not be allowed to rehearse or play with 
him, and Mr. Barrymore be so informed.” He 
was then playing in “Laugh, Clown, Laugh”. As 
a result of motion he paid his dues up to May, 
1925, but he was again suspended for nonpay- 
ment of dues in September, 1927.. In January, 
1928, he was reinstated by paying his dues up 
to May, 1928. He now ows $30 dues in arrears 
to carry him to November. 

The attitude of Lionel Barrymore is 
not regarded as representing the senti- 
ment of the Barrymore family. John has 
evidenced his support of the present 
Equity movement, and Ethel, tho playing 
in the legit. field only, holds an exalted 
position in the Equity organization. 

Louise Dresser is another pointed out 
as having been all in favor of Equity 
Shop during her earlier years before she 
was @ Star under a fat, long contract 
She now also is the wife of the casting 
director at the Fox studio. 

William Randolph Hearst, thru his pa- 
pers, was for Equity during the actors’ 
strike but is against it now, Hearst be- 
ing interested in movie production. 

Significance is placed by Equity sup- 
porters on the fact that the objectors, 
almost without exception, are actors or 
directors who have juicy contracts with 
the film producers and are interested 
solely in their own gains instead of the 
welfare of actors in general. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—More than casual 
interest is being manifested here in the 
fight between the motion picture pro- 
ducers and the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, as the new contract, the adoption 
of which Equity is demanding, was 
framed principally by Equity’s Chicago 
attorney, Harry P. Munns, and the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, admittedly one 
of the strongest labor organizations in 
the country, has definitely pledged its 
Support of Equity in the event of a 
strike that becomes of nation-wide scope. 

Edward Nockels, president of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor, recently re- 
turned from the East, where he had 
many conferences with Frank Gillmore 
and Paul Dullzell of Equity. During 
these conferences definite assurance was 
given that the federation would lend its 
support and aid to Equity. 

With the musicians’ contracts expiring 


soon and the operators’ agreement ter- 
minating January 1, union men regard 
the time as opportune to combine the 
strength of Equity. the musicians and 
the operators to force recognition of 
Equity in the talkies. This would not 
alone tie up the motion picture pro- 
ducers on the ‘Vest Coast, but in all 
probability would close many Chicago 


theaters in Chicago known to be owned 
or controlled by the picture producers. 
This phase of the situation so far has 
received scant attention, but is one 
which has far-reaching possibilities. 

Objection made to one or two clauses 
in the new Equity contract by a trade 
paper (not The Billboard) has been 
shown to be founded upon a misunder- 
standing of the contract. It was claimed 
that Section E of the rules, regarding 
termination of contracts, violates the 
civil code of California and renders the 
contract void on that point. Such is 
not the case, however, Clause 12 plainly 
stating: “This agreement shall be sub- 
ject to, construed by, and all the rights 
of the parties hereto shall be determined 
by the laws of the State of New York.” 

“Equity is not trying to rule the 
stage, as some of the producers would 
have us believe,” said a man close to 
Equity leaders “If it were the pro- 
ducers’ association would not have gone 
along amicably with it as long as 
it has As a matter of fact the 
closed shop is the only means to prevent 
actors from jumping from one picture- 
producing company to another. Al Jol- 
son, Lillian Gish, Davey Lee and numer- 
ous other prominent screen piayers are 
examples of such jumping, which has 
caused the producers large sums. Under 
a closed shop the practice would be 
stopped Marie Dressler is trying to 
pull a ‘Bob Hall’ and the result will be 
similar to that in Hall's case.”
